Berlin, June 16.—The German'gov- 


ernment disclaims all responsibility for 
the steamer Consul Grostuck, which is 
reported as 'flying the German flag, 
and announces that the blame for any 
complications' that may result from 
the landing of Cipriano Castro, the 
exiled president of Venezuela, will rest 
upon the'Haltien government. 


It is stated emphatically that the 


steamer has no right to display the 
German colors. 
It was formerly the 


Italian cruiser Umbrla and was pur- 
chased from Italv by Haiti, which lat- 
ter country is the one now properly 
concerned with the movement of the 
vessel. 


American Ambassador Hill called at 


the foreign office today presmably to 
discuss the situation brought about 
by the reported presence of Castro on 
tlif Consul Grostuck. The steamer, re- 
cently arrived at Port De.Eaiz, Haiti, 
and, according to advices received at 
Washington from James B. Terres. the 
American consul at Port Au Prince, 
has on board the exiled Castro, who 
is supposed to be attempting a return 
to Venezuela.in the hope of being able 
to rally his erstwhile followers and so 
regain the presidency from which' he 
•was deposed after he had

The people of the southside deserve commendation 


for and should have the general encouragement in 
their efforts to secure the establishment of a public 
park convenient to that section of the city. Eligible 
park sites in and about Fort Wayne are disappearing 
before the constant march of material improvements 
and if some of those that remain are not soon rescued 
from the progress of the builders there will before 
long be none. If this is not done the time will come 
when Fort Wayne will curse her folly of shortsighted- 
ness. Some of the finest and most eligible park sites 
already have gone and gone forever. 
Of those that 


still are procurable some should be taken now. 
The 


people of the southside are engaged in a noteworthy 
and immensely creditable enterprise. 


THE GARBAGE PROBLEM. 


Fort Wayne's system of collecting and destroying 


garbage was established some seventeen or eighteen 
years ago when the city had a population that was 
25,000 or 30.000 under what it is at -this time. That 
system never was efficient, never was adequate, never 
was satisfactory. 
Its inefficiencies and inadequacies 


for the larger city of today need not be imagined; 
they arc the daily experience of 
every household in 


Fort Wayne. 


This problem is immediate and serious. 
Public 


cleanliness and public health arc the imperative con- 
siderations in this matter and Fort Wayne should 
take the proposal for an improved system under im- 
mediate advisement. As we took occasion to state a 
day or two ago, the garbage problem should be gone 
at with a purpose to solve it not to temporize with it. 
Some moderate expenditure to make the present sys- 
tem better may be necessary, pending the establish- 
ment of the kind of a system this city should have; 
but the purpose should be at once given headway to 
provide Fort Wayne with something modern, approved 
and adequate. 


We would like to suggest to the city council that it 


appoint from its membership a commission to take 
initial steps in this matter. A sufficient appropriation 
to meet the expenses of an investigation of the gar- 
bage systems in other cities that have made advance- 
ment in this direction should be provided and per- 
haps enough to employ an expert to advise with the 
council and administration upon the situation -here 
and the best means of dealing with it. A few hundred 
dollars spent in this way may be the means of saving 
tenfold that sum and at the same time of furnishing 
guarantee that the city is getting just what it should 
have. 


The council ought to address itself to this question 


at a very early day and get the work afoot. The people 
will approve and applaud. They know the shortcom- 
ings of the present system and their suffering need of 
* better.

the deep sea and sink it after the forthcoming investi- 
gation has been completed and the bodies it yet holds 
have been removed. The sentiment of the protestants 
seems to be that the wreck should be preserved and 
made a shrine of patriotism. Where such a cumber- 
some relic could be conveniently kept would itself 
prove a problem of no little seriousness if motives of 
sentiment and patriotism were sufficient to justify 
preservation of the remains of the battleship. 
It may 


'be, however, that when the water has been pumped 
away from the hulk and a thorough examination is 
possible it will be found not so desirable from motives 
of sentiment and patriotism to make a relic of the 
' Maine and keep it on view. The destruction of the 
Maine provoked this nation to a war that a good many 
now believe was needless. Conviction at the time that 
the blowing up of the warship was due to Spanish 
treachery more than all things else together kindled 
the flame of warlike feeling in this country. If the 
raising of the Maine should disclose that the warship 
was wrecked by an explosion from within 
and not 


by a Spanish mine the feeling of shame and humilia- 
;-tion in this country would inspire the wish that the 
profoundest depths of the multitudinous seas be sought 
as the grave for the old battleship. 
Within a few 


weeks we shall know something positive about the 
causes that compassed the destruction of the Maine. 
Many wild and sensational stories have had currency 
since the war with Spain. Most of them have had no 
discoverable basis. The truth will be bared before 
long and those motives of sentiment and patriotism 
which finally will prescribe what disposition shall be 
made of the wreck can be determined by what is 
found out.

Italy, and other naval powers likewise must droop their 
colors 'to tbe Yankee sea fighter, .which recently made 
the record long-distance ocean voyage, quite eclipsing 
the exploit of the Oregon over the same route. First 
Lord of the 'Admiralty McKenna was loath, it would 
seem, to admit that the home fleet would have to take 
our wash in the great naval 'review next month, and 
parliament must have been dumbfounded by the admis- 
sion. 
Our navy is making another 'good showing in 


European waters, Admiral Badger's squadron -having 
caught the approving nod of the critical Danes, 'up.on 
arriving at Copenhagen yesterday. The Louisiana, Kan- 
sas, New Hampshire and South 'Carolina compose the 
squadron, and their mission is to make the rounds ol 
the North sea ports, which, for reasons not vouchsafed 
were not visited by the American vessels that crossed 
the Atlantic last year. 
The Yankee'tars are assured of 


a warm reception, nevertheless, while the Daaisli king 
will give Admiral Badger and his'officers a grand official 
dinner. 
Later the squadron is to pay a Ms!t to Kiel, 


to make amends to the kaiser, whose vanity also was 
wounded by reason of discriminating itinerary of 1910. 
Counting the round-the-world cruise, the American navy 
has been in' the Eastern Atlantic three times .within the 
last five years, paying its compliments and exchanging 
hospitality, without having been honored in turn. In- 
deed, the 'visits of foreign men-of-war of large types 
are very rare. Nor is it often that a long trip anywhere 
is made In time of peace, 'on a scale approaching our 
performances.

GRIFFITHS' SPEECH RANKLES. 


Consul General to London Provokes 


With Pro-English Talk. 


Washington, 'D. C., June 15.—Consul 


General John L. Griffiths, o£ Indianap- 
olis,'who is stationed at London, has 
been asked to furnish the state de- 
partment .with a'copy of the speech 
he delivered at. the recent Pilgrims' 
day dinner at • the Savoy hotel, Lon- 
don. It' is charged that the hands 
across ' the sea feeling got the better 
of Mr. Griffiths and that he' gave ut- 
terance to remarks about a British- 
American alliance calculated to arouse 
distrust among other friendly ' nations. 


The part of the speech which has 


caused the comment is that wherein 
Griffiths approved some of the senti- 
ments expressed'by Earl Grey, where- 
in the British minister 'predicted a 
closer alliance between the two na- 
tions. 


Mr. 'Griffiths' 
alleged 
statements 


were reported to Congressman Hamlll. 
of New Jersey, who at once introduced 
a resolution calling upon the depart- 
ment of state for information' in ref- 
erence to the'speech and the action 
which the secretary of srtate proposed 
to take thereon. 
This resolution'was 


referred to the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the 
• house, and no attention 


was paid to it until protests from the 
Irish in this country began pouring si: 
on congress. 


The consul general is an accomp- 


lished speaker, and it is not believed 
by the department that he has trans- 
gressed the diplomatic proprieties.

Nathan Hale was only twenty-one 


years old. At this age he was made 
captain in the American army. 
He 


was a Connecticut youth, born in Cov- 
entry and educated at Yale, where he 
was graduated in 1773. Hale entered 
the army in 1775, after a short ex- 
perience as school teacher, so tradition 
gays. 


Captain Hale did not go at once to 


the scene of his operations, but to Nor- 
iwalk. Conn., and assumed the guise of 
a Dutch schoolmaster. He then con- 
;8nuecl his journey across the sound to 


.— 'Long island and -with little difficulty 


entered HIP cnmn of thp British and 


obtained the desired information. 


Nathan was on his way back to 


Washington's headquarters when cap- 
tured by British officers. 
He was tak- 


en before General Hovre, where he 
was searched and treasonable papers 
found on him. Without any form of 
trial he was sentenced to be hanged as 
a spy. He asked for permission to write 
to his mother, sister and the girl to 
•whom he was betrothed. 
One kind 


hearted officer provided him with pen 
and ink for the purpose, but a mere 
provost marshal named Cunningham 
tore up the letters, instead of deliver- 
ing them, and even refused the pris- 
oner the comfort of a clergyman or a 
Bible on his last night. 


The next morning Hale was taken to 


an orchard in the Rutgers estate and 
hanged from an apple tree, a martyr 
to patriotism. 


In City Hall park. New York city, 


stands a monument to Nathan Hale, 
and underneath are inscribed his last 
pathetic words: "I only regret that 1 
have but one life to lose for my coun- 


I try." 


The Making of Skyrockets. 


Have you ever thought how the sky- 


rockets are made that you set off on 
the Fourth of July or at election time? 


If you wanted to go to a rocket fac- 


tory you would have to go out into the 
country somewhere, for rocket facto- 
ries are not allowed in the city because 
the}' sometimes hlow up. 


The main part of the rocket is a case 


made by rolling stout paper covered 
on one side with paste around a -wood- 
en form, at the same time applying 
considerable pressure. The end is then 
"choked" or brought tightly together 
with twine. 


The paper case thus made is placed 


In a copper mold so that a conical cop- 
per spindle will pass up through the 
choke, and the composition is then 
poured in and packed by blows of a 
mallet on a copper packing tool made 
to fit over the spindle. The top of the 
case is then closed with a layer of 
moist plaster of paris one inch in thick 
ness, perforated with a small hole for 
the passage of the flame to the upper 
part or ''pot.'' The pot is formed of 
another paper cylinder, slipped over 


and pasted to the top of the ciise and 
surmounted by a paper cone filled with 
tow. 


Skyrockets are made for two pur- 


poses—for signaling and for decora- 
tions and celebrations. For signals the 
charge consists of twelve parts of ni- 
ter, two of sulphur and three of char- 
coal. The decorative rocket is the one 
we see used on the Fourth of July 
It is composed of 122 parts of finely 
pulverized powder, eighty of niter, for 
ty of sulphur and forty of cast iron 
filings.
